tbe ac ion taken by Governor Sadler 
and Controller Sam Davis respecting j^g^g QJ? 
the tax levy of the year present. The 
gentlemen, without any express auth- 
ority given them by law, made a tonr 
of much of the State and appeared be- 
fore the County Commissioners of tbe 
enmities they visited when they weie 
sitting as boards of equalization in 
their respective counties.

lough while painting the bridge above 
the falls between the first and second 
Slater Islands fell into the rapids.

self with the rope. They were svept 
off their feet several times on the way 
back to shore, but the rope had been 
firmly fastened, and they finally landed 
safely. When they reached shore, it 
was found that McOullough still clutch- 
«d his putty knife firmly in his hand, 
having held it during the three hours 
he bad been on the brink of the falls.—

You may thiuk this Is a very silly 


question to ask, but Is it? There Is 
no catch about It It Is a simple, de- 
monstrable fact which you can prove 
to your own satisfaction In a very few 
minutes. 


If you will take any pavement that 


Is clear of other pedestrians, so that 
there shall be no Interference, and 
walk briskly In the center, you will 
find that before you have gone 100 
yards you will have veered very much 
to one side. You must not make any 
ronseious effort, of course, to keep in 
the center, or you may do It, but if 
you will think of something and en- 
deavor to walk naturally It is 100 to 1 
you cannot keep a direct line. 


The explanation of this lies In the 


peculiarity of one foot to walk faster 
than the other. Or, to be more cor- 
rect, perhaps It should be said that 
one leg takes a longer stride than the 
other, and this, combined with the 
quicker movement, causes one to walk 
more to one side than the other. 


It is well known, for Instance, that 


if one bu lost in the woods the tend- 
»ncy Is to walk in a circle and even- 
tually to return about to the starting 
point. Tli is demonstrates the fact also 
that one foot walks faster than the 
other. 


You can try an interesting experi- 


ment iu this way If you will place 
two stakes In the lawn about eight 
feet apart and then stand off about 
GO foet from them, allow yourself to 
be blindfolded and endeavor to walk 
between them. You will find it an al- 
most Impossible task, because one foot 
will go a bit faster than the other, 
either to the right or left. Now, 
which cue of your feet walks faster 
than the other 1— Kansas CHy Times.
